MAYOR REQUEST ACTION ON $37,387.05 FUND 


Elba City Council tables action 
on the "Elba Flood Relief Fund" 


Disposition of monies: received 
for the “Elba Flood Relief Fund" 
and the possible site of the new 
Elba City Schools complex was the 
main topics of discussion at the 
Elba City Council's meeting Mon- 
day evening. 

Mayor Fred Moore informed the 
councilmen that $37,387.05 had 
been received by the city to be dis- 
tributed to individuals and/or busi- 
nesses which suffered flood dam- 
age. 

"This money came from people 
of all walks of life," said Moore 

The mayor said that amounts 
ranging from $1.00 to hundreds of 
dollars had been received and 
placed in an interest bearing ac- 
count until a decision could be 
made on how the monies were to 
be dispersed. 

"How do you (the council) want 
us to handle it?" asked the mayor. 
"We got in our (the city's) bank ac- 
count,” continued the mayor, 
“we've got to have your approval 
on how to handle it - whether we 
should tum it over this committee 
we've had dispersing that other 
fund and let them make a decision 
of who gets it or what is ya'll's 
thinking on it?- How do you feel 
that we need to handle this thing?” 
asked Moore. 

After a short discussion, the 
council voted unanimously to table 
the matter until the next council 
meeting on June 11, 1990. 

Concerning the proposed loca- 
tion of the new Elba City School 
facilities, Mayor Moore recom- 
mended that the council pass a res-

olution asking that the school board 
review its decision on the site loca- 
tion. 

The resolution asked that the 
board look into such matters as to 
what was going to be involved in 
the supplying of utilities: water, 
sewage, electricity, etc., to the site 
on Hwy, 84W. 

Moore said there might possibly 
be a problem with the city supply- 
ing electricity to the complex if the 
land involved was in Covington 
Electric's territory. 

"I don't know if this is the case," 
said Moore, "but it could be.” 

Incoming School Superintendent 
Charles Pearce was present at the 
meeting and addressed the council. 

Pearce extended an invitation to 
the mayor and any councilman, 
who wished to do so, to go with the 
different groups who will be look- 
ing at other school facilities 
throughout the state. 

These groups will be made up of 
representatives from the PTO (Par- 
ents and teachers), the Chamber of 
Commerce and even children. The 
object of these "survey parties" is 
to gain as much input as possible 
into the design of Elba's new school 
facility. 

An architect will accompany 
each group as they look at these 
different facilities. 

Mayor Moore asked that the city 
be given first option on the "old 
school facilities" before any dispo- 
sition is made concerning them. 

Pearce assured the mayor that he 
would convey the message to the 


school board and that he personally

Other matters discussed and/or 
acted on by the council included 
the following: 

***Police Chief Freddy Han- 
chey reported that his department 
had answered 153 complaints in the 
last two weeks, investigated 7 traf- 
fic accidents and that the animal 
control officer had impounded 28 
dogs. 

***The council authorized the 
mayor to sign a resolution which 
authorized and concurred with the 
state's installation of a traffic signal 
at the intersection of U.S. Hwy. 
84W and Al. 203 (By-pass). 

***Reviewed and approved 
plans for the repair and renovation 
of city hall and the police station. 

*** Authorized Mayor Moore to 
sign the necessary paperwork al- 
lowing the city to adopt the Citizen 
Participation Plan for the Commu- 
nity Development Block Grant. 
This would allow home owners to 
possibly acquire 50-50 matching 
fund in the form of a grant to repair 
their homes.

Mrs. Elizabeth Elliot, the next 


door neighbor to the Chandlers, ran 
back to her home and got a towel 
and gave it to Pugh to put over his 
head before going through the win- 
dow. 

Elba's Fire Chief, Lloyd Driggers, 
stated that this smart action by Mrs. 
Elliot probably saved Pugh’'s life and 
allowed him to get the child out. 

Pugh said, after he went through 
the window of the room in which the 
child was thought to be in, that the 
smoke was so thick that he couldn't 
see anything. 

"I just felt around on the floor, the 
bed and everywhere until I found the 
baby,” said Pugh. "After I picked up 
the baby, I just followed the smoke 
out. I could feel the air going out,” 
he continued.

"The man upstairs must have put 
her in my hands," Pugh stated, 
"That's all I can figure out." 

Chief Driggers later told Pugh 
just how much danger that he was in 
when he entered the smoke filled 
house without a breathing apparatus. 
"The towel saved your life," said 
Driggers. 

Driggers praised Pugh for his ac- 
tion and Mrs. Elliot's smart think- 
ing which he said "Saved the baby's 
life!", "She was a heartbeat away 
from certain death," he said. 

"I'm just glad the baby is okay. 
That's all I thought about and all I 
kept thinking about,” Pugh said. 

Pugh lives in Opp, Alabama, but 
is originally from Elba. His mother 
, Mrs. Fanny Pugh still resides in 
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Elba. 

Dewayne, the father of two chil- 
dren, said, "I just did what I had to 
do. Anybody would have done the 
same thing!” 

Samantha and her three-year-old 
sister Nicole were admitted to Elba 
General Hospital where they were 
treated for some minor scratches, 
burns and smoke inhalation. 

A third child, Timothy, was 
treated for a burn on his right arm 
and released. 

Joseph, age 5, and Kyle, age 2, 
were not injured in the incident.

That solid North Ala- 
bama support he was thought to have, just hasn't cropped up. Fob James 
has been governor and has made his share of mistakes. However of the 
group, we tend to favor James. It is not that we would be insulted by the 
nomination or election of one of the others, but kinda like his way of do- 
ing business.

The 2nd District is represented by a Republican and has been for longer 
than many area voters can remember.

Dear Honorable Congressman Dick- 
inson: 

As a local businessman in Elba, 
Alabama, I am writing this letter on 
behalf of other businesses and the 
residents of our town, 

As you know a flood ravaged our 
town two months ago - -leaving the 
business community virtually de- 
stroyed. To date, only a very few 
businesses are back in operation. 
The major reason for this is due to 
the fact that we've not been able to 
get conformation on loans from 
Small Business Administration.

My family anc I own a supermar- 
ket in Elba - -known as the Elba Big 
Bear (Adkinson's, Inc.) which was 
destroyed by the flood. To date, we 
do not Know the status of our loan 
application and it is crucial that wee 
have something positive to rely 
upon. The building which we lease 
to operate our business from is being 
repaired and there are many pieces 
of equipment that need to be pur- 
chased and placed before some of 
the repairs can proceed. 

We feel that it is urgent the SGA 
consider the fact that the citizens of 
Elba are having to drive out of town 
20 to 30 miles to buy groceries as 
well as most other necessities. This 
places a hardship on the elderly and 
disabled in particular. 

Also, with most businesses una- 
ble to operate, our city's tax revenue 
iS almost completely gone. The mer- 
chants of Elba are not asking for a 
Handout. We are asking for a loan to 
get back into business and thereby 
help our town recover from this dis- 
aster, 


We are asking you to do whatever 
you can to get these business loans 
processed as soon as possible so that 
our town’s recovery can be speeded 
up. This is a crucial time for us and 
any help you can give will be greatly 
appreciated.

First Assembly Of God 


The wisest man who ever lived 
once wrote, “...they made me the 
keeper of the vineyards; but mine 
own vineyard have I not kept.” 
(Song of Solomon 1:6) 

Oh, how we love to watch the 
other man's vineyard (his life)! We 
can tell him what is wrong and how 
to go about repairing or working his 
vineyard. We may even be able to 
show him the branches that are in 
ned of pruning. " 

What good judges we are of the 
other man's vineyard (his life), 

This is one area where the Lord 
has really had to work on me (and he 
still is). And, if you will read this ar- 
ticle carefully, you may find Him 
also speaking to your heart. You see, 
it is so easy for us to get on our 
“band wagons” and try to push our 
“personal convictions”, or our ideas, 
on other people. Our very Society 
has a tendency to be judgmental. We 
hear the news and, according to a 
one or two minute presentation, we 
declare a person guilty or not guilty.

RESOLUTION RECOGNIZING A 
POTENTIAL CRISIS IN SOLID 
WASTE MANAGEMENT AND RE- 
QUESTING A WAIVER OF THE 
SOLID WASTE MORATORIUM 

It is hereby resolved by the Coffee 
County Commission that there exists a 
potential crisis in solid waste manage- 
ment in Coffee County necessitating a 
waiver of the solid waste moratorium im- 
posed by Legislature of Alabama in Act 
No. 89-824. In accordance with the pro- 
visions of said Act and Chapter 420-3-6 
of the Rules of the State Board of 
Health, the Coffee County Commission 
hereby requests a waiver of the solid 
waste moratorium based on the follow 
ing information: 

1.) The governing body having juris- 
diction over Coffee County, Alabama 
and each member of the governing body 
is as follows:

2.) The existing Coffee County Sani- 
tary Landfill serves the entire area and 
population of Coffee County which en- 
compasses 677 square miles and has a 
population of 41,930, The jurisdiction 
and location of the solid waste facility 
has been shown on a county highway 
map labeled Attachment “A”. 

3.) Coffee County presently operates 
the only sanitary landfill in the county. A 
detailed description of that facility is as 
follows: 

a) A map of the existing sanitary 
landfill with a legal description has been 
included as Attachment “B". 

b) Based on-a report provided by 
Carter, Darnell and Grubbs Engineers, 
Inc. and documented in Attachment “C”, 
the remaining solid waste capacity in the 
Coffee County Sanitary Landfill is ap- 
proximately 700,000 cubic yards. With 
the estimated solid waste utilization rate 
of Coffee County being 37,500 tons per 
year, the existing facility has a remaining 
life expectancy of 7 years. 

c) The Coffee County Sanitary Land- 
fill was opened January 1, 1980, and is 
presently owned by Coffee County. This 
facility operates under ADEM permit 
number 16-01R which will expire April

fee County as well as surrounding 
counhes, 

6.) A new permit is sought for a 500 
acre solid waste disposal facility with an 
estimated capacity of 3.6 million tons. 
(Based on 300 usable acres, average 
depth of 20 feet, 1000 lbs. per cubic yard 
density, and a 3 to 1 waste to cover ra- 
tio). The service area for this facility 
would include Coffee County, Coving- 
ton County, Butler County, Crenshaw 
County, Pike County, Barbour County, 
Dale County and Geneva County. The 
maximum utilization rate, based on a 
combined population of 239,000, 6.5 
pounds per capita per day, and 25 per- 
cent recycling would be 213,000 tons per 
year. The estimated life expectancy of 
this site would then be 17 years. 

7.) As a result of the proposed Re- 
source Conservation and Recovery Act 
(RCRA) Subtitle D regulations, a poten- 
tial crisis exists in Coffee County as a re- 
sult of the following: 

a) The cost to retrofit the existing 
landfill in accordance with Subtitle “D” 
requiremertts for the remaining life of the 
facility prevent this from being an eco- 
nomically viable alternative. 

b) Coffee County will not have ample 
time to plan, construct and permit a re- 
gional facility between the last date of 
the moratorium and the effective date of 
the Subtitle “D” regulations. 

c) No other alternatives exist for the 
disposal of solid waste generated in Cof- 
fee County. 

Based on the foregoing information, 
the Coffee County Commission recog- 
nizes that a potential crisis exists in Cof- 
fee County which poses a threat to both 
human health and the environment. The 
Coffee County Commission has deter- 
mined that the only viable and safe alter- 
native to the disposal of solid waste is to 
develop a regional solid waste landfill to 
be operated by Coffee County and made 
available for use by neighboring 
counties. 

Accordingly, be it resolved by ‘the 
County Commission of Coffee, County, 
Alabama that a request for a waiver of 
the solid waste moratorium is made to 
the State Health Officer, to allow time to 
plan, permit and construct a regional 
landfill in accordance with Subtitle “D" 
in order to prevent the potential crisis in 
Coffee County from becoming a reality.

In Search of the New South ex- 
plores the extent to which blacks 
have shared in the growth and pros- 
perity attributed to the area known as 
the “New South,” a broad belt that 
Stretches from Virginia to Texas. Dr. 
Bullard and his colleagues use six 
large southern cities---Houston, New 
Orleans, Atlanta, Memphis, Birm- 
ingham and Tampa --- for their anal- 
ysis. 

Dr. Bullard's Dumping in Dixie, 
his newest book project from West- 
view Prese is echeduled to be in 
print this summer. This book ex- 


. Plores environmental problems and 


toxic dumping in minority and low- 
income communities in the South. 
His research chronicles the various 
mechanisms local neighborhood res- 
idents use to cope with the toxic 
threat. The communities studies in- 
clude neighborhoods in Houston and 
Dallas, Texas, *Alsen, Louisiana (a 
surburb of Baton Rouge), Institute, 
West Virginia (a suburb of Charles- 
ton), and Emelle, Alabama (located 
in Sumter County). 

Professor Bullard's books come at 
a time when very few scholarly 
works have focused on the plight of 
African-American southerners since 
the civil right movement.
